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THE best that can be said of the Presi- 
dent's condition is that he is no worse; it is 
certainly evident from the dispatches that he 
is no better. His stomach seems in some 
measure to be regaining its tone, but the im- 
provement is very slight, and while he was 


able yesterday to take and retain some 


nourishment in the natural way without 
gastric disturbance, his physicians do not 
venture to assert that the systemis able to 
do any more than keep even with the drain 
upon its strength. With an added tax upon 
his vitality, such as would be caused by 
the suppuration of the swollen gland.— 
a contingency which seems certain soon to 
arise,—the loss of vitality would materially 
exceed the gain of strength possible to be 
derived from nourishment in the present 
condition of the stomach; and it is the fear 
that this new demand upon the worn-out suf- 
ferer will come before he has acquired the 
strength to meet it that adds so heavily to 
the weight of gloom and despondency. ‘The 
President has lost eighty pounds in weight 
since the day of the shooting, and is now no 
more than a skeleton of his former self. He 
has of late been delirous at frequent inter- 
vals,—whether because of blood-poisoning, 
or by reason of the narcotic element in- 
troduced in the enemata, or both, cannot be 
told. Certain it is that his mind has wan- 
dered, and that his lapses into stupor or 
delirium seem to be increasing in frequency 
and duration. There are a few about the 
White Ilouse—among them the sufferer him- 
self—who still havesome hope of a favorable 
turn in the case—but only a few. It is e- 
less to disguise the fact that by far the larger 
portion of those in a position to know the 
truth have virtuaily given up all hope or 
expectation of the President's recovery.

There is a vacancy in the representation of 
Durham caused by the death of Col. Joicey 
(Radical), and Parnell has issued an address 
to the Irish voters of the constituency to 
vote for the Tory candidate or abstain f®m 
voting altogether. The Irish electors in Dur- 
ham are a pretty large body. They are ein- 
ployed in the coal- mines there. They prob- 
ably hold the balance of power, and the elec- 
tion will doubtless result in the loss of a seat 
to the Ministerialists. The English Liberals 
will probably charge that Parnell’s course is 
another instance of Irish ingratitude. 

COMPLETED reports of the condition of the 
crops and the harvest prospects throughout 
the world are now being published in Lon- 
don. From these/reports we learn that, ex- 
cept in Austria, Hungary, and IIolland, the 
harvest will be below the average,—in France 
slightly below; in Great Britain about 10 per 
cent below. . Wheat is reported good in Ger- 
many, and barley very good in Russia. The 
harvest in Spain will be poor, while in Italy 
and Belgium nearly all the crops are much 
below the average. In the Danubian prov- 
inces of Turkey, from which Great Britain 
draws largely, the cereal crops as a whole 
are good. The English harvest is much be- 
low expectation, and its being so much be- 
low the average will compel a further reduc- 
tion of rents, and force on the attention of 
the British Legislature the necessity for a 
radical change in the English Land laws.

general public, the half million people of 
Chicago are slowly and with inexpressible 
reluctance beginning to abandon all 
hope im the President's recovery. No 
amount of sugar-coating in the bul- 
leuns inspires them with any 
reasonable belief that the President is in a way 
to get well.

Matteson, thus replies: 

* A rnilway is not a public highway. It is a 
private highway. It is strictly and purely pri- 
vate enterprise.“ And as bis reason for this he 
says that private property taken under the 
power of eminent giomain for a railroad “is 
taken for a private use.“ because, property 
taken for public use must be paid for out of the 
public moneys, and is not taxable or usable 
by any portion of the public to the exclusion of 
the rost,“ so that, when Government exerts on 
behalf of a railroad the power of eminent do- 
main, it takes, or rather enables the railroad 
company to take, private — * for a private 
use. It is done under the fiction of public use, 
because under the fact of private use it could 
not be done.“ 

Mr. Bowen was not satisfied with the correct- 
ness of the editor-in-chief's answer, and ad- 
dressed the following letter to him a fortnight 
or more ago, which he has neither published nor 
answered, but suppressed and remained silent, 
perbaps because he found, on further cxam- 
mation of the subject, that the law was flat 
against him, and that he occupied a completely 
untenable position, which he felt it necessary to 
conceal from his readers. I now appea) to THE 
TRIBUNE'S sense of fair play to make public Mr. 
Bowen's auswer to Mr. Matteson. . 


Mr. Times Editor, the courts seem to have 
failed to catch or to hold fast to the logic of the 
reasoning you present. 

The Supreme Court of this State in the case of 
Munn vs. The People et al., reported in 60th III., 
p. 80, heid that elevators and warehouses, like 
railroads, were @ach apd all cases, where 
“private proper was devoted to a public 
use,“ and hence, subject to public regulation,” 
and the right of the State to fix rates for eie- 
vating and storing grain was declared to be the 
saine right always exercised—viz.: regulating 
tolis at ferries and in fixing the fare of hacks. 

This case was then taken by appeal to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, where this 
doctrine was affirmed (eee Munn vs. The Peopie, 
reported in bath U. S., p. 113). So by the decision 
of our own Supreme Court, sustgined on appeal 
by the highest tribunal we have that could act 
judicially upon the question raised in that case, 
this doctrine is fully established. 

In the 4th Otto, p. 155, and again in same, p. 
169, the case of the C., B. & O. R. R. Co. vs. lowa, 
and of the C., M. & St. P. R. R. Co. vs. Ackley, 
the Supreme Court of the United States held: 

“That railroad companies are engaged in a 
public employment affecting the public inter- 
est.“ and therefore subject to legislative control 
as to the rates of freight. And in the last- 
named case, the Court went further and beid: 
“That the Legisiature may decide what is a rea- 
sonable price; and that the railroad company 
cannot escape the law by proving that the price 
fixed by it was reasonable.“ ; 

These cases have ail been followed by our 
Illinois Supreme Court in Ruggies vs. The People 
(91 III., 262) and Lilinois Central vs. The People (95 
lil.) And the doctrine of our Constitution (See 
Sec. 11, Art. 11, Const. 1870.) That these are pub- 
lic highways subject to legislative control and 
free for the transportation of persons and prop- 
erty under regulations prescribed by law,” 
seems to be as well established as any known 
doctrine of our jurisprudence. 

In other States we find substantially the same 
fact existing. 

In the Commonwealth vs. Fitchburg R. R., re- 

rted in 1 Gray (Mass. 180), the Supreme 

Jourt of Massachusetts says: 

The construction of a railroad is not a pri- 
vate enterprise. The corporanon exercises the 
right, or the legislature through the corporation 
exercises the right, to take private property for 
the road. on the ground that the use is a public 
use, and the round itself a highway for public 
travel. Ou no other ground could the exercise 
of the right of eminent domain by or through 
these corporations be upheld.” 

In the opinion given in the case of Fitchburg 
R. R. Co. vs. Gage (12 Gray, 593), the Court quotes 
with approval, and appties to railroad com- 
panies the language of Justice Lawrence (in the 
case of Harris vs. Pack ood, 3 Taunton, 272), as 
follows: * 

“IT would not, tlowever, have it understood 
that carriers are at liberty to @harge whatever 
they piease. A carrier is liable by law to carry 
everything which is brought to him forthe same 
carriage, ana not to extort what he will.”’ 

This is also the doctrine held by the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania (see Sanford vs. Cata- 
wissa R. R. Co., 24 Pa. Rep., p. 678, and Shippen 

v. Penn. R. R. Co., 47 Pu., p. 338). 

The same views have been expressed in other 
States by the highest courts,—as in New York, 
by the Court of Appeals, in Kimbal vs. Boston 
& Albany R. R. Co., 70 New Work. 

Now in all seriousness, I ask whether you 
should not, when you tell the public that rail- 
road companies have the same right to make 
theirown chargesfor hauls over their roads 
that the grocer has to charge what he sees fit for 
his goods, and that railroads are purely private 
enterprises and may charge what they please 
(which is, as I understand it, your teaching), 

' also, in all fairness, state that these views which 
3 publish are heretical; that they are strict- 
-ly personal and private, and are not in accord 
with the mass of judicial decisions? Or, if not 
conceded to be heretical, how do you reconcile 
the views you present with those expressed by 
the courts ? 

There seems to bea radical “difference of 
opinion,” in which, as with poor Lee in the mad- 
house, “the majority outvote’’ you. Yours re- 
spectfully, E. R. BOWEX.

A reporter of Tun Tuinuxx had a brief inter- 
view with Commissioner Bogue yesterday af ter- 
noon, and learned from him that, as was tele- 
graphed from Springfield last Wednesday even- 
ing, when the Commissioners held a long confer- 
ence with the represeutatives of the leading 
trunk lines of the State, all that had been sub- 
stantially agreed upon by the Commissioners, 
and from which they would make no recession, 
was the tariff on the four classes of merchan- 
dise. There is still a marked divergence of 
views on tbe part or the Commissioners, as re- 
gards the tariff on grain, flour, lumber, salt, live 
stock, Classes A, B. C. and D. and coal. As com- 
pared with the schedule of 1873, the new tariff 
on wéneral merchandise stands as follows: 


. 
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These four classes of general merchandise in- 
clude grocenes, dry goods, drugs and chemi- 
cals, woodenware, glassware, and do not apply 
to country produce, except butter, eggs, cheese, 
broom-corn, dressed hogs, hides, hams, and 
pork. Car-load lots of some of these 
urticles are takenat a less rate than small 
quantities. It will be noticed that up toa dis- 
tance of 150 miles the tariff of 1881 on general 
merchandise is on the average from 5 to 10 per 
cent bigher than that of 1873, but on hauls ex- 
ceeding 150 miles there is a decrease of from 10 
to 20 per cent. As the Commissioners have not 
yet agreed upon a tariff for grain, live 
stock, and car-load lots of other coarse 
freight, which form the great bulk 
of the productions of the State, it would not be 
fair to either the Commissioners or the railroads 
to institute any comparison between the pro- 
osed tariff for 188] and that of 1873. now in 
orce. Ina general way it may be stated that 
on the short haul up to forty miles, the proposed 
tariff ranges from 3to8 per cent higher than 
that of 1873, while on hauls from sixty to 400 
miles the decrease runs from 1b to 36 per cent. 
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ON TO DENVER.

Boston, Aug.’23.—It is reported on good au- 
thority that the Directors of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroud yesterday voted to 
build to Denver, and there make the congection 
with the Denver and Rio Grande Road, long de- 
sired by the latter. The distance is less than 300 
miles, and the construction of the line will give 
the Denver people an outlet to the East that 
must prove most advantageous tothem.

LINCOLN, Neb... Aug. 22.—Again it is whispered 
in railroad eireles that the Burlington & Mis- 
souri, or rather its parent and legal guardian, 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, will 
sound the slogan, On to Denver,” in a few 
days. Itisrumoredin Denver that a combina- 
tion has been made by this corporation and the 
Denver & Rio Grande, whichis rapidly pushing 
its branches across every mountain range and 
into every valley in Colorado, New Mexico, and 
Utah, and that by virtue of this combination 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy will reach out 
to the Rockies, and eventually have a standing 
upon the Pacific coast. One of the results of 
the completion of the Lincoln line to Denver 
be the extension of the Denver & Kio 
Grande combination to Ogden, giving direct 
communication with the Central Pacific, and 
competing everywhere with the Union Pacific 
lines and combinations. This being accom- 
lished, there will be no longer any reason for 
— ing up the nominal beadquarters of the 
Burlington & Missouri branch of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy at Omaha, and the early 
removal ot all the principai offices to Lincoln, 
the ceutre of its business, may be expected. 


MISSOURI RIVER POOL. 

The Committee appointed at the last meeting 
of the Southwestern Railway Association, con- 
sisting of K. 8. Hayes, J. C. Gault, and R. R. 
Cable, to prepare a plan for the adjustment of 
the Southwestern troubles and the reorganiza- 
tion of the Missouri River pool, to be submitted 
to the meeting of the Association to be held in 
this city Sept. I, held another conference yester- 
day, and Mr. J. C. MeMullin, General Manager 
of the Alton, and Mr. E. P. Ripley, Traffic Man- 
ager of the Burlington, also participated in the 
proceedings. They discussed the points at issue 
aliday, but from what can be learned arrived 
at no definit conclusion. It is stated, however, 
that the proceedings were harmonious, and that 
all parties showed a willingness to make 
concessions in order to avoid a war 
which would be the invitable result 
should the pool go to pieces, One 
of the members of the Committee stated last 
evening that the prospects of an amicable ad- 
justment of the difficulties looked much brighter 
now than they did a while ago, and he had no 
doubt but that the companies would agree upon 
a plan for the reorganization of the pool at the 
meeting without even taking recourse to arbi- 
tration. All the companies, he said, were ani- 
mated by a desire to continue the Missouri 
River pool, which had proved of great benefit 


to the roads, 


It is very likely that the Wabash will recede 
from its position regarding the continuance of 
the Hannibal Division, and with this obstacle 
out of the way the other troubles will be much 
easier of adjustment.

IOWA RAILROAD MATT ERS.

Des MOINES, Ia., Aug. 22.—There seems to be 


. organizing in this State a contest against the 


Railroad Commissioner system. Several agri- 
cultural papers coatain repeated articles which 
lead to this conclusion.

CHICAGO VS. DETROIT. 

The first twelve-inning game of the year in 
Chicago was played yesterday in the presence 
of about 2,000 spectators, who were furnished 
rare sport in witnessing the most stubborn con- 
test of the season in this city. The Detroits 
played a plucky upbill game full of the sharpest 
kind of flelding. and only lost because they were 
outbatted in the twelfth inning. Goldsmith, 
who started in to pitch for Chicago, bad to re- 
tire altogether in the third inning owing to a 
sprained ankle, Corcorau coming in from the 
turnstile. Quest being still on the sick- 
list, Williamson covered second, Kelly 
third, and Nicol right field. Gore was 
suffering trom lameness, and was unable to do 
his customary bLase-running. lu Gerhardt’s ab- 
sence Troy, late of the Albany team, attended 
to second base for Detroit, and did brilliant 
work, besides batting well. There was a great 
deal of first-class fielding on both sides, but De- 
troit carried off the honors for sharp play. Chi- 
cago did some very fine and some very poor 
base-running.. Dalrymple, in the seventh inn- 
ing, missed an easy chance to score on Anson's 
long fly to right fleid by failing to hug his base, 
as, if the hit were safc, he could easily tally, 
while if the ball were caught he could run 


in on the play. Kelly, in the tenth, foolishly 


tried for second on a one-base hit, and was 
sacrificed by Wood's fine throw. Anson and 
Williamson immediately tollowed with singles, 
so that by waiting Kelly could Nave scored.

Gore then 
scored on a wild pitch, and Dalrymple 
missed a chance to get in by tailing 
to stay on third base when Anson sent 
a difficult fly which Knight took off right-ficid 
fence. Detroit came abreast in the eighth on 
successive two-base hits by Powell and Bennett, 
the latter scoring from second on Flint's passed 
bail and wild throw. The ninth was a blank for 
both sides, and in the tenth, though three hits 
were made in succession by Chicago, nobody 
crossed the plate.—an outcome partly due to 
reckless base-running by Kelly and to stupid 
base-running by Anson, who overran third and 
enabled Foley to put him out after mutiinga 
thrown dall.

FATAL QUARREL BETWEEN CON- 
VICTS.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 23.—A private dispatch 
from Thomas Rains, State Penitentiary Physi- 
clan, received to-day from Oldtown convict 
camp, Jefferson County, announces the killing 
of Antoine Pimonti. an Italian convict, by Daniel 
Moses, a white convict. These two men were 
serving Out sentences of ten years each, having 
been found guilty of the crime of assault with 
intent to murder. Moses was from Savannah, 
and Pimonti was sentenced from Augusta. Both 
of these men were well-known desperadoes in 
the sections of the State that they bailed from. 
Pimonti, it is said, killed ten men in 
Italy and then came to America, where he 
took the life of another in Brookiyn. 
After this latter murder he came to Georgia and 
located in Augusta. Here he figured in several 
difficulties of a serious character, bat failed to 
get bis dues until he was convicted of assault 
with intent to murder. In this case he nearly 
ended a man's life by stabbing him because he 
failed to pay 25 cents which Pimonti claimed he 
owed him. Moses was in every respect as much 
of a desperado as Pimonti, having cut and killed 
several men near Savannah before he could be 
convicted, He claims to be a relative of ex-Gov. 
Moses, of SO6uth Carolina, and it is said that a 
portion of negro blood flows in bis veins. The 
dispatch states that Moses was filling the posi- 
tion of hospital steward at the convict camp, 
and that Pimonti bad a difficulty with him about 
some trifling matter, Wich resulted in Moses 
pulling outa knife and cutting the Italian in 
the stomach three times, compietely disembow- 
eilig him. Physicians say that either of the 
wounds was sufficient to cause death. Moses 
will be tried for murder as soon as the court 
meets. .

DIED ALONE. 


Capt. Albert Cozine, a Cincinnati Jour- 
malist, Found Dead in His Room— 
Was Me the Victim of a Fit or of Foul 
Play? 

Shortly after 8 o'clock yesterday morning the 
inmates of Mrs. lsbe#'s boarding-house, at No. 
201 West Randolph street, having heard groans 
ina room atthe head of the stairs occupied by 
Capt. Albert Cozine, entered the apartment and 
found Mr. Cozine lying iliin one corner of the 
room amongst the débris of several articles 
of crockery, a looking-glass, and a kerosene 
lamp. Dr. 8. J. Holmes was speedily summoned, 
but the man was virtually dead when he reached 
him. The Doctor was unable to say what the 
cause was, but it was his impression that the 
man was taken with a fit, epileptic perhaps, and 
died for lack of treatment aud proper care. 
He recommended that the Coroner be notified, 
and at 6 o'clock last evening Coroner Matson 
took charge of the body and effects. The de- 
ceased N — about 35 years of age, and has a wife 
and family liv at the corner of Court and 
Mount streets, Cincinnati. During his stay in 
this city be had represented bimself as 
city editor of the Penny Paper of that 
city, and papers found in bis possession prove 
bis connection with that paper. He does not 
appear to have confided in any one here, and 
used generally to say that he was here simpiy 
ou a vacation. The inmatesof the house have 


Sav Mr. Cozine used 
bis room early, and 
that Monday evening a rough-looking female, 
very stout, ana conspicuous for her red hair, 
called at the house and went up-stairs to his 
room. Mrs. Isbell found the room locked at 6 
o'clock in the evening, and what time the mys- 
torious female took her departure is not known.

Mr. Cozine 
probably staggered and fell over the washstand, 
his bead break the looking-giass as be de- 
scended. The lamp and wasbbowl, which 
were upon the stand, were knocked off and 
broken at the same time. When found, his head 
was in a narrow space between this stand and a 
the body and broken 
wares indicated that he had fallerPas described. 
Another point that is strong!y urged in 
support of this theory of murder is 
that Mr. Cozine’s valise, sieeve-buttons, 
all other jewelry, cash, and watch and chain, if 
he had any, were missing. From what Dr. 
Holmes and others say coacerning the actions 
of several females who gained access to the 
room, it is probable that if cles were 
stolen they were stolen after the man’s death. 
There were no cuts nor bruises, marks 
of strangulation, or any other indications of 
violence visibie about the body. Several in- 
mates of the house heard the noise of the break- 
ing wares, aud say it was at about midnight. 
Hence it is probable that the sick man lay where 
be feil for nearly cight hours before he was 
found dying. As Dr. Holmes says, a post-mortem 
examination alone can determine the cause of 
death, and until this is determined there 
is little use of paying attention to wild rumors 
put into circulation by the imaginative persons 
connected with the house where the death took 
vilace. The probabilities certainly are at pres- 
ent that Mr. Cozine met with no foul play. 


A FAITHLESS BOOKKEEPER. 


Charles B. Wright Steals About $3,000 
From His Employers, F. S. James & 
Co. 

Mr. Charles B. Wright, erstwhile bookkeeper 
and cashier with the insurance agency of Fred 
S. James & Co., Nos. 112 and 114 La Salle street 
isin trouble and the County Jail. Mr. Wright 
ran the local department of the ipsurance 
agency, and received much cash in small sums 
upon which there was no check. He had been 
over five years with the firm and was trusted 
implicitiy. 

His employers have noticed for some time 
that Wright was acting strangely and negiecting 
his business. They put an expert bookkeeper 
at work on the books, and found that there ex- 
isted a serious discrepancy between Wright's 
accounts and bis cash balances. Early on Mon- 
day morning they caused his arrest. He was 
found at his nome, No. 20 Irving place, and was 
taken befure Justice Meech, where he waived 
examination, and was beld in , 00 bail to the 
Criminal Court. :

It was the old. oid story,—constant 
stealing with the bupe of regaining what be had 
lost the night before. Mr. Wright is aiso the

Justice Meech, who is himself a member of that 
Lodge, to the effect of his having had time 
and asain occasion to replenish his sinking 
fuvds from the moneys of the society.

the defaication, These gentiemen said that 

Wright tad been so long with them that they 

kept no check on bim, and he ran things to suit 

hbimseif. ‘They noticed his negiect of work and 
investigated bis books. According to their best 
infurmation the amount he had “ conveyed” 
would not exceed $3,000. They had no idea 
whatever as to how he had . 
DISPOSED OF THE MONEY. 

He was formerly an assistant casbier in the Cus- 
tom-House when J. Russell Jones was Collector 
of the Port, and was considered tobe a first- 
class iu every ‘respect. The tirm believed that 
the greater part of the missing mouey bad been 
taken within the last tew werks, and that it 
would not exceed $3,000. Wright is a married 
man, having two cuildren, and is not known to 
have had any bad babits. The firm intend to 
prosecute the matter to the bitter end, and wiil 
not listeu to any talk of compromise. 

A''RIBUNE reporter last night visited Wright 
at the County Jail. He positively refused to say 
auything about his uileged crime, but during 
the course of the conversation be said that be 
hud “fixed the matter up,“ and that bis em- 
ployers would refuse to prosecute. For the 
present he was unwilling to say anything, al- 
though he was informed that the fact of the de- 
fuication had become known. He felt anxious 
that Tue Tulln xk had obtained informaucon on 
the matter, as he said that be was well known 
in this city, and that the publicity of the affair 
would cause considerable trouble. 

From another source it was learned that 
Wright had been piaying against the bank iu 
several places. and that be bad lost the majority 
ot bis dollars in this and other illegitimate ways. 
It is deemed probable that his alieged defaica- 
tion is much ereater than the members of the 
tirm suppose. Although he waived examina- 
tion, and thereby proved that he was not anx- 
ious for an nn ate showing up of bis affairs, 
be expects to get ample bail.

But itis 
not merely the loss of a certain proportion of 
last year’s railroad business, owing to the 
partial failure of the crops, which will affect 
railroad receipts. There will be a corre- 
sponding loss in exchanges; and, what is still 
more serious, the railroads will contmue to 
bid against each other for a limited business. 
It was this prospect which started the rail- 
road war now going on, and there is no pres-

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THE PRESIDENT’S SURGEONS. 


President Gartield’s surgeons have been 


very severely criticised on account of the 
hopeful view they have uniformly taken of 
their patient’s case. Literally, it may be 
said that they have been denounced because 
they decline to say that the President shall 
surely die. Suppose the surgeons had pro- 
nounced the case hopeless at the outset, and 
adhered to that opinion, and to the expres- 
sion of it, in bulletins and interviews, 
through every phase of its progress. A 
state of gloom would soon have been firmly 
established in the Executive Mansion, which 
would have clouded every face and forced 
upon the mind of the President the conwc- 
tion that he was certainly doomed. In that 
case he would have been compelled to fight 


his hard battle not merely alone, but against 


the edict of ¢kill and science, and in the face 
of the hopeless, pitying glances of discour- 
aged attendants. No better scheme than 
this could possibly be devised to crush the 
last spark of life out of a “patient. 
Everybody knows how essential it is 
to the recovery of a prostrated and suffering 
patient to surround him with an atmosphere 
of cheerfulness. It 8 a part of all wise 
medical treatment to stiffen up the mental 
thews and sinews of the patient with hope 
and courage. If he is told by the doctors 
that he must die, in nine cases out of ten he 
succumbs to the presumed infallibility of 
science, offering no longer the resistance of 
his will-power to the ravages of disease. 
There are cases doubtless where the physi- 
cian or surgeon is no longer able to hope, 
owing to the necessarily fatal nature of the 
malady or wound. But this is not the Presi- 
dent's case. The wound from which he is 
suffering was not necessarily mortal, Hence 
the surgeons have fought desperately for his 
recovery, and always with ground for hope; 
and they have properly stimulated the pa- 
tient’s hope and courage that he might have 
nerve to aid in the struggle. When physi- 
cians give up“ a patient it is the almost in- 
variable custom of his family and friends 
to call other physicians. The mother 
or the wife of the sick man never gives him 
up as lost so long as there is a heart-beat. 
The physician who folds his arms in the sick- 
room and confesses that he has exhausted his 
powers in the case while the patient still 
breathes is discharged, and another takes 
his place. But an adverse verdict in the 
President’s case by Surgeons Agnew and 
Hamilton would have been practically final. 
Their fame is so great that a decree of death 
from them would have left no room for hope. 
if, however, these distinguished surgeons 
had published such a decree when called to 
consult in the President's case they would 
have been generally denounced as guilty of 
the greatest of indiscretions, and the length 
of time during which the President has ac- 
tually survived since would now justify such 
denunciations. 


The President’s wound not being necessa- 
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ally in favor of a Republican Administra- 
tion. He is under no obligation to vote 
‘with the Democrats, as he might have 


felt himself to be if he had been 


elected to the Senate as a Democrat 
and exclusively by Democratic votes. He 


was not a Democrat when he was elected, 
and had never pretended to be. He could 


not have been elected if he had been a Dem- 
“ocrat. The Democratic members of the IIli- 
nots Legislature were at that time in aminor- 
ity, and made several futile efforts to elect a 
candidate of theirown. Judge Davis wasa 
candidate of the Independents, and was 
elected by their votes. Ile has consequently 
felt himself at liberty to vote with either 
party in the Senate, and he must appreciate 
the fitness of fixing the succession to the 
Presidency in the Republican party within a 
year of the time when the people have chosen 
a Republican Administration. ‘The fact that 
there will be no lawful successor to the Presi- 
dency if Vice-President Arthur should be 
called to the office by the death of 
President Garfield will be due to treachery 
and assasination. Such an emergency would 
not have arisen if Guiteau had not fired 
his shot, nor if Conkling and Platt had not 
betrayed their constituents by resigning; for 
a Republican President pro tem. would have 


been elected in the Senate if Conkling and 
Platt had remained. Judge Davis, as an In- 


dependent, will not be a party to cheating 
the Republicans out of the succession to the 
Adninistration which they elected by using 
accidents of such an infamous character as 


agents in the proposed fraud.

At last the Postmaster-General of the 
United States has risen to the situation and 
sent a bombshell into the camp of the Hon. 


Sir Alexander Campbell, Postmaster-General, | 


Ottawa, Canada, by writing him a bris- 
tling letter demanding categorically that the 
parsimonious Canucks quit sponging our 
mail-bags for the conveyance of her alleged 
Majesty’s mails, not only inside her alleged 
Majesty’s dominions, but also to points in 
our own country, for, with a coolness that is 
characteristic only of a Canuck, they have 
had the cheek to pack their letters in our

ceived in these two cities during the first two 
weeks in August. 

A mail-bag of itself, considered abstractly 
as a leather pouch, is not much of an interna- 
tional causus belli, though some conspicu- 
ous wars have been fought for more trifling 
considerations than leather pouches, but there 
is a principle connected with this matter 
which elevates it to a high position in inter- 
national comity. So far as the cash value of 
mail-bags is concerned, that is of little eon-

REPORTS FROM DIFFERENT COUNTRIES. 
LONDON, Aug. 23.—The volume of reports 
on the harvest of the different countries 
throughout the world, brought outannually, 
is now being issued. 
FRANCE. 

The reports of the wheat crop in France 
are this year from over a large area, and in- 
dicate a better crop than last year. This 
year’s barley is not so good as in 1880, but it 
is fairly good, Maizeisvery ordinary.

On the whole, crops are not 
up to those of last year, but wheat is not 
much below the average. None of the crops 
will be very bad, but none will be very good. 

GREAT BRITAIN, } 

Crops in Great Britain are described as fol- 
lows: Wheat is 10 percent below the aver- 
age, and likely to realize only 10,000,000 quar- 
ters.

Tunis, Aug. 23.—The Bey’s troops, which 
left Goletta yesterday, have gone to Kariwan 
in the hope of inducing the tribes there to 
yield, and thus obviate the necessity of the 
French entering the town. The French, 
however, are determined to occupy it, as 
they desire to quell the disaffection in the ad- 
jacent provinces of Algeria, for which pur- 
pose they must subjugate the southern por- 
tion of the Regency. The French are euter- 
ing upon the most difficult part of their en- 
terprise. Their entry into Kariwan will be 
seriously opposed. It is feared that, in the 
event of a collision, the Bey’s troops will sid 
with the rebellious tribes. , 


MEXICO. 
THE MAZATLAN HORROR. 

Crry oF Mexico, Aug. 23.—A private letter 
from Mazatlan gives the following details of 
the explosion there; One hundred and fifty 
pounds of powder blew up. The first day 
thirty corpses were removed, and the follow- 
ing six days four or five daily, when the au- 
thorities interdicted further removals, con- 
sidering the work dangerous. All the win- 
dows in the town were demolished.

PREHISTORIC AMERICA. 


The Topics to Be Discussed by the 
Learned Association of Americanists 
at Madrid. 

Wasuinarton, Aug. 20.—Sellor Barea, the 
Spanish Minister, has invited the President, 
through the Secretary of State, to become an 
honorary member of, and to send American 
representatives to, the fourth Congress of 
the Learned Association of Americanists, 
which meets at Madrid on Sept. 25. The fol- 


lowing are the matters which will be brought 
up before the Congress: 

The comparison of the three kingdoms of 
Cuzeo, Trujillo, and Onito, which formed the 
Empire of the Incas at the time of the con- 
quest; the difference which their religion, 
legislation, language, architecture, customs, 
ete., presented; the nationalities which ex- 
isted in Central America before the invasion 
of the Aztecs and other Northern people and 
the formation of the Mexican Empire, the em- 
la ation of the people of Chibeha. and their 
relauons with Mexico and Peru: the music 
and dancing among the indigenous Ameri- 
cans; the military condition of the 
Empires of Mexico and Peru before 
the discovery and conquest of the New 
World and a comparison thereof with that of 
the other ancient races; the expecition be- 
fore the time of Columbus of the Biscayans 
to Newfoundland and the neighboring coast 
countries, whether this voyage of Juan de 
Fuca and Lorenzo Ferrer Maldonado are 
apocryphal; the influence of the missiona- 
ries in spreading a knowledge of American 
geography; the geological proofs of the ex- 
istence of the Atlantics of Plato: its fauna 
and its flora: the progress of American 
cartography; what have been the 
changes and other efiects caused by 
the influence of the Plutonic forces 
of the globe, or by other natural causes, in 
the position, course, and flow of the water of 
the interior of America, in order to study 
the question not only from its historical, 
geographical, and cllinatological points of

Local merchants would take them for remit- 
tance to their creditors just as they do bank 
drafts now. Doaway with written formal ap- 
plications as far as may be, except to insure ac- 
curacy. What's the mutter with this plan?

families and without families thrown out of e 
ployment, and all the untold miseries of ha 
times.“ I don’t imagine for a moment that 
dictates. of prudence and economy 
880 impressed upon the people of 
this country as to prevent forever the re- 
currence of wild speculation, followed by 
tinanciai revulsion. Butitis not too much to 
ask and expect of the present generation, after 
the experiences of the last panic, that by the 
racticé of these homely virtues tne next panic 
postponed until after our day. The system of 
debt and credit cannot be abolished. It is otten 
beneticial both to the borrower and the lender, 
but my prophylactic against panics is this: Let 
no young man nor old man go in debt beyond 
what he hasa reasonable certainty, if not an 
absolute certainty, of being able to repay from 
his own resources or earnings. This, with the 
trinity of old-fashioned virtues,—industry, hon- 
esty, economy,—point the surest road to both 
wealth and honor.

parotid gland in that location. I do not wonder 
that laymen should be puzzied at the bulletins 
which announced the appearance of the swell- 
ing. Those builetins were intensely stupid and 
unprofessional. In their intense anxiety to ig- 
nore the presence of blood-poisoning they were 
led into a foolish prevarication. One lie requires 
several otners to bolster it up, and soon ad 
infinitum. There is something puerile (and 
humiliating to practical pbysiciaas) in the spec- 
tacie of those eminent surgeons gravely dis- 
cussing whether afterall the swelling may not 
be “*momps.”” The fact is, the swelling of 
the parotid gland was such a plain, unmistak- 
able proof of biood-poisoni tthe merest 
tyro in surgerv should have detected it, and all 
the more so because the swelling extended along 
the side of the face and “over the eye.” No 
such thing occurs in simple parotitis. In this case 
it was essentially similar to septicvemic erysip- 
elas, and showed that the poison had extended 


from the glund into the ceilular tissue of the 


face and forebead. Dr. Boynton did not mean 
to imply that the glandular swelling was over 
the eye. Of all the medical men around the 
President, Dr. Boynton is the only one who bas 
promptly recogrized presence of biood- 
poisoning. He ought to have had charge of the 
case. Under his special care I do not believe 
the depth of the track of the ball would have 
been left undiscovered for weeks. Meanwhile 
the blood of the patient was being poisoned day 
by day. A little bolder probing would have 
saved bis life perhaps. Dr. Bliss says he would 
not have Surgeon Wales, of the navy, bevause 
he probed the wound with his finger. The pub- 
lic will regret, perbaps, that Surgeon Wales was 
not retained for that.very action.

Reminiscences of Lincoln. 
To the Editor of Thée Chicago Tribune. 

Pontiac, III., Aug. 22.—On Wednesday, Alst 
inst., the old settlers of Livingston County, Lili- 
nois, hold their annual reunion at Pontiac. 

I have written down from the lips of an old 
settler of this place (John roster) some old rem- 
iniscences which will be read at the reunion, 
among which are some tbings in relation to the 
great Abraham Lincoln which I thought might 
interest the readers of Tag CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

The first Judge who held court here, said Mr. 
Foster, was Judge Treat, now of the Supreme 
Court,—this in 1838. The attorneys who came 
here were Baker and Campbell, of Springfield, 
also Abraham Lincoln and Steppen A. Douglas. 
Joseph Glover and B. C. Cook, Ottawa. The 
firat court was held out-doors at a log-cabin. 
Judge Treat sat on the door-step of the cabin 
and wrote the court-records in a book resting 
on his knees. 

Some time in 1840, continued Mr. Foster, Lin- 
coln and Douglas came along mak speech 
it being the Harrison and ler identia 
campaign. Lincoln spoke for Hurrison, Douglas 
for Tyler. One afternoon during court-time 
Lincoln was making a political speech in me old 
log cabin, its size being some twenty by sixteen 
feet: Douglas was present, and while Lincoln 
was speaking Douglas in an excited manner ob- 
jected to some statement which Mr. Lincoln was 
making, and, 1 his fist at Lincoln, said: 
“That is a lie, and I'll thrash you unless you 
take that statement back.“ 

Lincoln, in a smiling manner, took the threat 
of Douglas with good nature and calmly said, 
“Well, Douglas, I guess you won't.“ 

At another time, about a week before court 
was heid, Lincoln was staying with mein — 
log cabin, said Mr. F.; he was not feeling weil, 
and had thrown himself down on the bed to rest. 
Being very tall, his feet reached far beyond 
the foot of the bedstead, and some one noticing 
the fact said. Mr. Lincoln, did you have a bed- 
stead made for yourself when at home? Lin- 
coln answered, “No, I use a common bedstead, 
and my feet hanging out accommodate th 
keys in roosting.” 

Lincoln kept us all in a roar of laugbt 
his quaint anecdotes. He was always f 
and social, willing to converse with the rest, 
and wave legal advice to the poor, chatging 
nothing for it. 

Such was Mr. Lincoln forty-five yous ago, ac- 
cording to old Jobn Foster. B. FYFE. 


Hyde Park Affairs. 
" To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Hype PARK, Aug. 23.—Mr. Hobart, the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees of Hyde Park, 
has at last felt the necessity of making a de- 
fense of himgelf and the Board for the lack of 
ability with which the village affairs have 
been managed the last four years. And 
a lame defense it is. It amounts to a 


confession of all the charges to which he pleads 
at all. Your’ correspondent “Hyde Park” 
charged that one member represented Pullman, 
one member the Stock- Yards, and two members 
the railroads and the Railway Age. To this 
charge Mr. Hobart says nothing. Silence gives 
consent. Hyde Park also charged that the 
railroad companies were permitted to use the 
public streets to the exclusion of the public. To 
this count Mr. Hobart does not plead. Silence 
contesses the charge. * Hyde Fark furtber 
charges that the Board prosecuted the railroads 
for occupying streets in such a way as to insure 
defeat to the town. That charge the amiiabie 
Mr. H. omitsto plead to. Silence admits its 
truth. As these four gentlemen, of whom Mr. 
Hobart is one, represent railroads and a railroad 
newspaper, they would be false to their pledges 
probably if they did not stand by the railroads. 
The people begin to sce just how it is, exactly. 
The next charge, I believe, that Hyde Park 
brings is, that the water business has been mis- 
erably managed, and those who pay for water 
cheated out of their money. Mr. Hobart, in 
substance, says: The difficulty is simply this: 
Hyde Park and Lake bave been dissoiving part- 
nership in the Water- Works.“ Very well; sup- 
pose they have. If sensible, practical business- 
meu were at the heim in Hyde Park and Lake 
they would have dissolved without cheating the 
people out of water they pay for inadvance. Mr. 
Hobart, the gentlemanly President of the Board, 
thinks it vastly more important to part his hair 
in the middle than to fulfill obligations to the 
people whose money be collects in advance for 
water they do not get. Thisis a mere trifle, he 
thinks, that ought to excite no complaint. 
But he clinches the nail of his argument 
in his own estimation when he says, triumph- 
antly. “How can the Board get water enough 
for all through a sixteen-inch main?’ Well. 
common-sense, practical people, when they can- 
not till their contracts with a sixteen-inch main 
would putina larger main, and do it in time to 
avoid a water famine. . 

The trouble is, as Hyde Park says, there are 
too many men with “sixteen-inch” brains on 
the Hyde Park Board. 

The Hyde Park Board havecontracted for new 
engines and pumps with a capacity of only 
6,000,000 galions, when they should bave a 
capacity of at least 16,000,000,—looking to the 
future wants of the village. 

But the Board want the job to do over again, 
or they are incapable of comprehending the 
situation. The affairs of Hyde Park are larger 
than the very moderate capacity required to 
handle a paste-pot and scissors. And it is very 
difficult for men to attend to the people's inter- 
ests faithfully while looking out tor railroad, 
Stock-Yard, and Pullman interests, as a spe- 
cialty.

The Romance of Pere Myaciathe’s 
Marriage.

CMOAGdO, Aug. 22.—In your Sunday’s issue is 
an extract from the monograph upon the late 
Dean Stanley written by Pére Hyacinthe. In it 


he says: When [ contracted the marriage—of: 


which I speak simply because it forms a part of 
my public life—Dean Stanley and his noble 
companion, Lady Augusta, an intimate friend 
of the Queen, stood by my wife, and stood by 
me, as if they wished to stand guarantee before 
those who knew but little about either the in- 
sulters or the insulted.” 

It will be remembered what a profound sensa- 
tion was created when this erstwhile Carmelite 
friar took to himself a wife. That wife was an 
American woman, and, knowing as I do some- 
thing of the circumstances of their first meet- 
ing and subsequent acquaintance,. it occurred 
to me, suggested by this reference, that your 
readers might be interested in having this bit of 
romance laid before them. | 

The early history of Mme. Loyson has been 
published at various times, and is not relevant 
now. As Mrs. Merriman she showed fine liter- 
ary powers. Among other work, she wrote an 
account of the ball at President Lincoln's inan- 
guration, which so commended itself to Henry 
J. Raymond, of the Times, that he sent der to 
Paris as correspondent of his paper. While iu a 
carriage in Paris, one day, sue became very 
alarmingly ill, and orderea her coachman to 
drive to the nearest hospital, which he did. It 
proved to be a Sisters of Charity Hospital, and 
Mrs. Merriman was taken in and very tenderly 
cared for. When convalescent—or nearly so, 
after a very dangerous sickness—one of the 
Sisters; who had taken a deep interest in ber, 
asked if she would not like to bavea priest come 
to administer spiritual consolation. She asked 
what priest, and the Sister said, very modestly, 
„ My brotner.”” “And who is your brother?’ 
asked Mrs. Merriman. Father Hyacinthe”’ 
was the reply. 

At this time Fatber Hyacinthe had been - 
tating all Paris, and the world outside, with his 
heterodoxy, and Mrs. Merriman bad paid as high 
as 3 francs to bear him preach, so great were the 
crowds and so large his fame. Of course she as- 
sented to his coming, and, in his character of 
priest, he came and taiked with her, she r- 
fectly delighted with his eloquence and charm- 
ing manners. Shortly after that, Pére Hyacinthe, 
foreseeing the calling of an ecumenical council, 
* asermon in o ition to it, which 

rs. Merriman translated inte English and sent. 
with some gifted comments of her own, to the 
London Times. This coming to the knowledge 

of the Pére, he wrote to thank her. Their ac- 
quaintance increased from that, and, finally, 
when Father Hyacinthe was about to start for 
Germauy for a conference with Dr. Dollinger at 
Munich upon the religious situauon in Europe, 
he asked permission of Mrs. Merriman o take 
with him ber young son, Claude, 9 years old, as 
a surt of traveling companion, for he was 
fond of the boy. Moreover, Claude spoke 
German perfectly, which the good father 
did not. This permission was granted, 
and while on a railroad train one day, 
the child suddenly and very gravely 
said tothe Pere, Father Hyacinthe, are you 
never going to be married?“ The Pere. who is 
simple asachild himself, paused a moment in 
consternation, and then said: If ever I do, I 
shall marry your mother,—if she will bave me.“ 
This, of course, in due time came to her cars, 
and aided no little in the consummation of the 
union. About nine months after this Pere 
Hyvyacinthe wrote his celebrated letter to Pius 
IX. against the celibacy of the priesthood, and 
announced his own intention of marrying. He 
and Pius were personal friends, and it is report- 
ed that when asked if he should excommunicate 
Pere Hyacinthe for this, he replied: * No, he 
will get his punishment as he goes.“ Shortly 
after that, the marriage took place, one son, 
Paul, being result of the union. Madame 
Loyson has proved herself an able helper to her 
husband, and shares his most arduous intellectu- 
al labors. She is a beautiful woman, and her 
portrait. —only in possession of her personal 
triends,—taken with her young boy at her side, 
is a true nineteenth century madonna. It rep- 
resents not only the maternal passion and ex- 
altation, but also the advanced intelleétual 
status of woman at the present time. It is 
something more than a brooding. sheitering 
mother with her child; it is the capable and in- 
spired teacher as well. 

Pére Hyacinthe and Madame Loyson were the 
valued friends of Dean Stanley until the close 
of his life, and were frequent guests at West- 
minster Palace, London. D. B.

THE TUG BLOW-UP. 

LOW WATER THE PROBABLE CAUSE OF THE EX- 
PLOSION—GETTING READY FOR THE IN- 
QUEST. 

The United States Local Inspector of Steam 
Vessels has not yet made a report on the causes 
which ied to the blowing up of the tug A. B. 
Ward, although he has forwarded a report con- 
taining a mere statement of the catastrophe. 
The Ward was inspected April 29 of this year, 
and at that time the boiler was subjected to a 
hydrostatic pressure of 165 pounds, a working 
pressure of 110 pounds being given. The boiicr 
was built in 1877 of three-eighths-inch iron, 
at the Excelsior Iron Works, and was 
pronounced one of the best ou the 
river. Inspector Stewart L. Moore will make a 
thorough examination within a few days, when 
the boiler is removed to amore favorable posi- 
tion. The Government gage, which was recov- 
ered after the accident, was yesterday tested 
and found to be at the proper mark, showing 
that it had not been tampe with, and that the 
tug was not carrying more steam than was 
allowable. Although yo official inspection has

THE ACCIDENT RESULTED FROM LOW WATER, 
which might have exposed the crown-sheet 
when the tug canted. The last firing before 
the accident was done at Lake street bridge, 
when the cogine was working, which, as is well 
known, would raise the water. The gages were 
then tried, and. as the füreman re- 
members, seemed to ‘show low water, 
although he paid but little attention 
to the mutter, the engineer being considered a 
reliable man.

A TRIP OUT WEST. 
CHICAGOANS’ EXPERIENCES IN KANSAS. 

The Chicago party which went out to Kansas 
last week to take part in the musical festival at 
Bismarck Grove, a mile or so from Lawrence, 
had some rather entertaining experiences in the 
land of bisous and coercive temperance laws. of 
mingled culture and semi-civilization.

JUSTICE-COURT JUMBLES. 


AN INEXTRICABLE MIX, OUT OF WHICH JUS- 
TICE MORRISON EVOLVES COMPARATIVE OR- 
DER AND HOLDS A COUPLE OF WORTHIES TO 
THE CRIMINAL COURT. 

Iu a dingy, miserable 10x12 hall, over a saloon 
on West Madison street, with Justice A. L. Mor- 
rison presiding, and, about fifty ill-smelling 
and obnoxious men, women, and children 
present, there was tried yesterday a series of 
cases involving charges of larceny, conspiracy, 
and false imprisonment. it, seemed to be im- 
possible to arrive at any conclusion as to the 
merits of the case, or rather of the cases, for 
three were docketed. Defendants, interpreters, 
prosecutors, and counsel were inextricably 
mixed up. In the early stages of the game the 
most of the evidence was in Bohemian, and was 
translated liberaily by a young man with curly 
hair, who understood Bobemian as well as he 
did English. The lawyers wrangled as if 
they were practicing in the Supreme Court. 
and altogether, if one could have shut his eyes 
to the surroundings, it would have appeared 
that this was a sure-cnough case before a gen- 
uine court.

RUSSIAN POLITICS. 
THE INFLUENCE OF GERMANS IN THE 
DOMINIONS. 

There is a young Russian named William 
Robert Ebeil at the Palmer House. He came to 
this country in March, and located in Boston, 
and recently took out his first papers with the 
intention of becoming an American citizen. For 
the last month he has been traveling through 
the West hunting up Fins and finding out how 
they were getting along. He told a TRIBUNE

The total valuation of personal property in 
the county, as returned by the Assessors, ap- 
pears from the report to bave been $23,892,057, 
and as equalized it is $25,802,268. It will be no- 
ticed from the table that additions have been 
made ouly where the valuation was lower this 
year than last, and deductions only where the 
valuation this year Seemed to excessive by 
comparison. For instance, 10 per cent has been 
deducted in Lake View and 24 in South Chicago, 
while in Lemont, Leyden, Niles. Northtield, Kich, 
and North Chicago 10 per ceut has been added, 
and in West Chicago 5 — cent.

THE SCIENTISTS. 


Close of the Session of the American 


Association for the Advancement of 


Science—Four Hundred New Members 
Admitted—List ot the Papers Head 
Vesterday. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 23.—The American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science ad- 
journed this evening after a very successful ses- 
sion of five days. The attendance has been 
large, and the rooms in which some of the sec- 
tions met could not contain the many votaries 
of science who gathered to hear the reading of 
the papers. Five hundred and fifty of the mem- 
bers of the Association have been present, and 
a live interest has been takenin the meetings 
by visitors and citizens. Over 100 papers have 
been read, occupying on an average twenty or 
twenty-five minutes each, and many papers 
have been passed by for want of time, or left off 
the program for other reasons. When the Com- 
mittge discovered that they could not make 
room for all the papers presented, they made it 
a rule that only such persons should be permit- 
ted to read as had made the subject they wished 
to present a special study,and who were au- 
thority on that particular branch of science, and 
in this way the best efforts of the ablest 
scientists were obtained. As the scope 
of the Association had been widened 
and members of other oranches of 
science not heretofore represented had been 
admitted, the subjects of papers took a wider 
range than ever before, and questions never be- 
fore presented at these meetings were brought 
up and discussed. The popularity of the Asso- 
ciation has grown during these meeting, espe- 
cially in this iocality, and 400 new members, the 
great majority of whom are from Ohio, Indiana, 
and Kentucky, have added their names to the 
list. This swells the membership to over 2.000, 
and secures to the Association an income of 
$8,000 for this year. 

Very little remained to be done at the busi- 
ness meeting this morning, and after passing a 
series of resolutions urg Congress to unite

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened excited, with a rise of 4% to 24% 
over the closing quotations of the day be fore. 
secretary Windom’s circular, announcing the 
prepayment without rebate of 30,000,000 of 
called bonds and interest due Oct. 1, was the 
cause of the sudden change in the temper of 
speculation. It was believed that at least $20,- 
000,000 of the $30,000,000 would come forward at 
once, and the Secretary’s order was held to be 
powerful enough to change the whole temper 
of speculation. The high figures recorded under 
this theory at the opening were the highest of 
the day. Considerable long stock came out 
to get the benefit of the advance, and disturbing 
rumors were put into circulation about the 
President. The bulis were said to be fighting 
the advance in order to get good stocks at bar- 
gains. At the close quototions were off 4 to 1% 
from the highest of the day, but the feeling was 
good. Money was active, but not at a premium. 

if the threatened railroad strikes grow into 
something serious the railroad war will be 
settied instanter. One thing the railroad Presi- 
dents don't care to try is a repetition of the 
strike of 1877. They have not failed 
to. note that railroad employés, who 
are a very intelligent class of men, 
are blatning the managements of the trunk 
lines for their policy of war. This cuts down 
revenues at the expense of employé as well as 
stockholder. One of the most remarkabie in- 
cidentsin the history of the refations of em- 
ployers and employed occurred the other day in 
this State, when a delegation of railroad men 
spontaneously waited on the Railway Commis- 
sioners to protest against a reduction in rail- 
way charges. The employés knew such 
a reduction would fall in part on 
them. They know that the losses of 
the railroad war will fall in part on 
them. There is a mutafity of interests here 
which it is just as much worth Mr. Vanderbilt's 
as Mr. Arthur's while to remember. Mr. Van- 
derbilt watehed the strikes of 1877 witb horror 
and alarm, and it is well known among bis 
friends that he dreads another such outburst 
with all the well- regulated conservatism of the 
owner of $100,000,000. He will stop the railroad 
war if he thinks that will stop a genera! strike. 

Gould was in New York and was reported to 
be buying, as was Keene. A chorus of brokers 
was raised that the market had turned. But the 
public did not seem to catch the idea. There 
was considerably more selling than buying on 
the improvement. 

Brokers who have recently been to Saratoga 
have returned strong believers in higber prices. 
Wall street has a story that ell the arrangements 
have been made for a sharp upward movement 
in stocks if the President's death should be an- 
nounced, 

John M. Douglas & Co., of rs say in their 
last circular:

Mr. Gowen writes to the London Times that 
Mr. Bond's damaging estimate of the condition 
of the Company is fully met by the fact that it 
will earn this year enough to meet all its fixed 
charges.

A New York bank President is quoted by Rig- 
Olo, of the Sun, as saying that the Wall street 
liquidation is only just beginning. As the mar- 
ket has been declining since about the middle 
of May. this statement is discouraging in the ex- 
treme to holders of stocks. The bank Presi- 
dent thinks the banks have only just begun the 
work of revising their accounts and scrutinizing 
their collaterals. Mr. Gould owns several bank 
Presidents, as he owns several Judges, several 
newspapers, and all the telegraph wires of the 
country. But the bank Presidents are naturally 
less pliable than Judges, newspaper men, and 
wires. They have to keep more stiff, and when 
they begin toshow their stiffness in regard to 
those Southwestern securities there will be 
music in the air. Mark my words, I know al- 
ready that Mr. Gould has been loaning money on 
Jarge blocks of these stocks, which brokers 
could not place in their loans, and which he 
could make avallable in the banks controlled by 
him. But there is a limit to everything. 

The condition of the New York banks is gen- 
eraliy believed to have been better last Satur- 
day than was shown by the bank statement, 
which is made up on averages, and does not 
show the real condition of the banks at the time 
of its appearance. The banks called in a great 
many loans the latter part of the week, and so 
very much improved their posidion. A favor- 
able change in the prospects of our money mar- 
ket is foreshadowed by the success of the Italian 
Government in obtaining elsewhere than from 
the Bank of England, for the present, the gold 
it is decumulating for the resumption of specie 
payments. This leaves so much more for the 
United States. It is calculated that between this 
time and Nov. 1the Government will disburse 
on all accounts $10,000,000 moge than it will take 
it: but, on the other hand, the New York benks 
have now about $8,000,000 less reserve than a

Although, of course, 
this action will tend to relieve the money mar- 
ket to some extent, its effect thereon must 
necessarily be very gradual. The routine 
process of redemption will occupy several 
days, and even should the bonds be presented 
in large amounts, it is by no meaus certain that 
the money obtained thereon will be brought 
into Wall street for investment at the present 
time. Holders of Government bonds are 
as a rule, cautious operators, and 
in view of the unsettied condition 
of affairs generally it is not likely that they will 
be willing to make new ventures at a period 
when vaiues are to a great extent nominal. The 
moral effect, therefore, of Secretary Windom's 
action will no doubt be much greater than 
the real benefit to the money market. In 
the early dealings on the Stock Exchange the
